January a Fatal Month. 
L indon, Jan . 23.—Ja n u a ry has been 
a fateful m o n th in the life of the E ng 
lish royal fam ily in its singular coinci­ 
dence th a t Q ueen V ictoria passed aw ay 
on the an n iv ersary of th e death of her 
father, th e duke of K ent, w hich event 
occurred ju s t six days before th e death 
of his fath er, G eorge III in 
1820.

Death has at last ended the re­ 
markable life and reign of Queen 
Victoria. 
The English people lov­ 
ed h er devotedly and have paid 
every possible tribute and mark of 
respect to her memory. 
She was 
not so great by half as many who 
have served her and her govern­ 
ment, but she was a good woman 
and had a remarkable hold upon 
the affections of her people, and 
her persona! influence was strong. 
Her reign of more than half a cen­ 
tury witnessed marvelous strides 
in the world’s advancement, and 
during her time the hlnglish prob­ 
ably attained the highest pinnacle 
of their power and influence. 
The 
marked decadence of the nation is 
not predicted, hut Edward VII as­ 
cends the throne with the great 
United States forcing his country 
into second place as the arbiter of 
trade, while the trouble in South 
Africa is by no means settled, and 
affairs in Europe and the east are 
in such shape as will require the 
most skillful handling of affairs of 
state and diplomacy for England 
to maintain her prestige and vast 
dominion.

Washington, Jan. 23.—The announce­ 
ment of the death of Queen Victoria, 
conveyed unofficially to the senate yes­ 
terday was recognized by that body in 
the adoption of an appropriate resolu­ 
tion which was ordered to be engrossed 
and forwarded to the prim e m inister of 
Great Britain.

During the sitting of the senate W 
open session the executive, legislation 
and judicial appropriation hill was com­ 
pleted so far as the comm ittee am end­ 
ments were concerned. 
Mr. Thurston, chairman of tho com­ 
mittee on Indian affairs, reported tho 
Indian appropriation 
bill and it was 
plans! on the calendar. 
Mr. Chandler, chairman of the com- 
m itt Me 00 privileges and elections, fa­ 
vorably reported a concurrent resolu­ 
tion providing th at the two houses of 
congrsHs assemble in tho hall of tho 
house of representatives on W ednesday, 
Feb. 13, for the purpose of counting the 
vote cast for president aud vice pr, Si­ 
dell t of the U nited States. 
The senate at 12:40 o’clock w ent into 
executive session. 
At 3 o’clock the senate resumed legis­ 
lative business in open session aud at 
6:05 o’clock adjourned. 
The house adopted a resolution ex­ 
pressing profound regret and sym pathy 
for the English people ou account of 
the death of tho queen. 
Tho president 
was requested to com m unicate the ex­ 
pression to the British governm ent aud 
as a further m ark of respect to the 
memory of the queen the house imme­ 
diately adjourned. 
Before the announcem ent of the death 
of the queen tho house passed the bill 
to send to the court of claim s tho claim 
of Cramp & Sons, ann,Hilting to some­ 
thing over $1,300,000 for alleged dam­ 
ages due to tho company on account of 
the failure 0# the government to prompt­ 
ly furnish arm or plate and other m ate­ 
rial used in the construction of the New 
York, Columbia, Massachusetts and In ­ 
diana. 
The senate bill to extend the placer 
m ining laws to saline lands w as passed 
after a rather spirited debate.
